The program at the Convention will be separated into several non overlapping tracks to minimize the 
Problem of dividing the audiences and c ausing individuals to miss important papers in their area due to concurrent sc heduling of 
presentations within the same topic area

D. Behavioral Assessment G. Professional Issues/Other Topics 


Every submission must designate the track for which it 1s to be considered 

Each submission will be reviewed relative to other submissions in that track by experts within the particular topic area 

" Quality Awards. Award certificates wil! be presented for the top posters (relative to Study quality, innovativeness and 
visual presentation) within each poster session. The winners will be listed in the Behavior Therapist 

TT Group Posters. Coordinated sets of Papers, if submitted together, will be given special Consideration for R'OupP presenta- 
ton and, if accepted, scheduled in the same session and location 

IV Special 2yvdmission Procedures A submission form must acc ompany each paper/symposium presented for consider- 
ation. The form must be a plain 82 x 11 sheet containing the follow ing information: Track: Ist choice, 2nd < hoice: title of Paper; 
authors (as they are to appear in the Program book): person presenting, names, affiliations, addresses. and phone numbers of al! 
authors. This cover sheet should be attached to the abstract which must be no more than a maximum of two double spaced 
typewritten pages (standard type Additional text will not be reviewed although a third page with data tigures or tables (only) 
will be permitted. All submissions must be submitted in triplicate and be accompanied by two self-addressed stamped 
envelopes. These envelopes wil! be used to notify prospective presenters of receipt and eventual ac ceptance or rejection. If the 
envelopes are not included you wil! not be contacted 

No audio-visual equipment is available for poster sessions. No vi'eo equipment will be allowed for any presentations unless 
Provided by presenter 

Symposia should include a ( hairperson, three or four interrelated presentations and a Discussant to provide commentary 
and integration; each should be 60 or 90 munutes in length (120 minutes can be requested for Particularly strong symposia 
accompanied by written justification) Sy mposia should consist of partic pants and data from more than one center 

Finally, posters and Symposia papers alike should include material not published or presented elsewhere prior to the 
convention 

While institutes, workshops panels and special addresses are normally invited those with suggestions are encouraged to 
contact the Program Chairperson well before the deadline. Suggestions are also welcome regarding interesting or noteworthy 
extra-convention health-exercise, dining, educational and entertainment ideas that might be included in the program book
